la 1747, It was called Tenecum; in 
1749, the version was Tennecunk, 
while in 1750 It was spelled Tene- 
cunk, 
Aceording to a letter written by 
William Penn to James Logan, 
dated Sept. 6, 1699. It was, evident 
that Penn planned to use all or 
part of Tinicum Township for one 
of his manor sites. 
Tinicum was the horn* of Edward 
Marshall, the celebrated walker of 
the Indian Walk land purchase In 
1737. 
In the old days, Nockamtxon 
Township was spelled, In Indian. 
N'ocha-nicks-ink, meaning at the 
place of three huts. Or. another 
version 
was 
Nocha-tniks-ing 
or 
Noka-miks-Ing, meaning soft soil 
or at the place of soft soil. In a 
deed dated 1762. the spelling was 
then Noximinson. 
Much of the information Mrs. 
Shoemaker is constantly referring 
to is contained in “Place Names In 
Bucks County” the Indispensable 
and authoritative book compiled 
and written by the late George 
MacReynolds. 
It was the late Dr. Henry C. Mer­ 
cer, of Doylestown, who aroused 
Mrs. Shoemaker’* interest In his­ 
torical Bucks County. She says: “I 
knew him soon after I came to 
Doylestown to live in 1909, from 
Horsham.

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THE GREAT GAME 
OF POLITICS 


By FRANK R. KENT 
A Change In Atmosphere 
W ASHINTON, Mar. IS, 
The real crisis 
In Washington is 
a financial one* 
and it is fortun­ 
ate, indeed, that 
the n e w Kiaen- 
h o w e r Adminis­ 
tration not only 
a e o n the fiscal 
facta far rn o r e 
clearly than it h 
two predecessors 
but has a totally 
different attitude 
toward them. The 
outstanding f a c t 
is that tfiis, the richest industrial 
nation in the world, by reason of 
long continued and terribly un­ 
sound fiscal policies, is now mea­ 
nt «>d with a collapse that would 
la* disastrous not only to iwrselves 
but to ult our allies and friends. 


This ought to concern every man 
and woman in the country capable 
of coherent thought. 
It Is inex­ 
cusable not to face the realities. 
Tin* basic one is that for more than 
twenty years this Qovernment has 
been spending annually far more 
thun its income and at the same 
time has annually increased taxes 
until they approach the point of 
confiscation. The net result of these 
policies is a national debt of I26.V 
000,IWO,OOO, and annual deficits so 
great that no one computes them 
accurately. 
In brief, the Federal 
finances are 
out of control. 
It 
should In* clear that if this state of 
affairs continues the collapse of 
our currency is Inevitable, which 
will mean that we and the rest of 
the free world will he defenseless 
against communistic aggression. 


To avert this calamity was the 
chief 
mandate 
given 
President 
Eisenhower in the November elec­ 
tion. Unless he can regain control 
of the Federal finances, balance 
the budget and reduce taxes he will 
have failed. No one knows this bet­ 
ter than the President. It is in the 
front of his mind all the time. 
And the one thing of vfhich we can 
be sure is that he will put every­ 
thing he has in the effort to ful­ 
fill his campaign pledge. Not In a 
generation has there been a man 
in the White House who advocated 
governmental 
economy 
with the 
Eisenhower sincerity and determi­ 
nation. 
This makes co-operation 
between the President and Senator 
Wvrd of Virginia natural and in­ 
evitable. Ever since the New Deal 
hogan in 1933 Senator Byrd has 
consistently fought reckless ex- J 
pcnditures and waste. 


Often his was the only voice in 
Congress raised against the wild I 
pouring out of public funds, the 
vast expansion of the Government 
pay rolls. But, he never desisted, 
and. through the special committee 
which he still heads, has saved a 
good many millions of dollars. This 
of course, was only a drop In the 
bucket compared to the executive 
expenditures under the joyous doc­ 
trine of “tax, tax, tax, spend, spend, 
spend, elect, elect, elect.” The big 
Byrd handicap was that he not only 
had no support from the White 
House but the active an*d personal 
hostility 
of 
both 
the 
late 
Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Truman. This 
situation is no w .happily reversed 
and the new President and Senator 
Byrd seek the same goal with the 
same earnestness. 


This does not mean that it can 


be achieved in the near future. The 
immense funds necessary for de­ 
fense cannot he deeply ru t with im- 
ipunity. 
The 
President, 
Senator 
Byrd and Senator Taft, the Senate 
majority leader, all soundly be­ 
lieve no tax reduction should Im* 
made until budget balance is at 
least in sight.

tial construction in the Philadel­ 
phia Metropolitan Area undertaken 
by the Phiiadn»r*»ta Housing A hho- 
ciation and published in the March 
edition of. the AR*ociatlnn'n news­

The survey was based on off I* Sal 
reporta as far as available. Hu* the 
Association points out th^t “be­ 
cause the offictgj reports cove, only 
those municipalities which issue 
building permits, they are less than 
complete to begin with, Moreover, 
some permit-issuing municipalities 
do not regularly send In their re­ 
ports to the official agencies col­ 
lecting construction statistics: the 
Rureau of Labor Statistics and tile 
Pennsylvania Department of l<abor 
and Industry." Thus the Housing 
Association, in computing Its data 
relied also on direct reports from 
local officials and in the case of 
Hucks County on the County Plan­ 
ning Commission.

GARDEN NOTES 


By W alter W. Pftsonka, Jr. 


Last week we discussed the selec­ 
tion of specific fruit varieties. -This 
week let’s discuss the method of 
planting these trees, but before 
this — one look Into the question 
bag. 
Mrs. J. B. Force, Yardley, writes 
to ask a very important question. 
In her yard there Is an old Horse 
Chestnut Tree and when there is 
a heavy rain storm water collects 
around the haw* of it. Mrs. Force 
should first put in a simple drain 
using agricultural tile. Without this 
drainage, water will continue to 
Collect here regardless of what 
fum ier steps are taken. Following 
the plaeement of the tile drain, 
loosen the soil around the area. 
Then incorporate with this, about 
two or three inches of peat moss. 
Add fertiliser according to the in­ 
structions im the package. Since 
Mrs. Force mentions that this area 
Is very s^ady, Vinca Minor or 
Pachysandra Terminal!* should be 
planted. Plant these dum ps dose 
together shout four to six inches. 
Let me insert at this time, to keep 
those questions coming In to me 
In care of the Bristol Courier. 
Planting fruit trees Is another 
topic we wilt discuss. The first 
requirem ent Is to have a good fruit 
tree, In this case when I say good, 
I mean a tree in a healthy state. 
Buying this tree from a reputable 
nursery will insure yon a tree 
In good health. 
The actual planting consists of 
four steps. These Jour are selec­ 
tion of planting position; preparing 


soil for planting; placing tree and 
watering and replacing the soil. 
Select a position for the tree sn 
It will not be crowded out In three 
or four year*. A good distance be­ 
tween trees Is 25 to 40 feet depend­ 
ing upon what type of trees you 
have. It Is better to allow a larger 
space than It Is to nlant to dose 
Preparing 
the 
soil 
consists 
of 
loosening the soil to a depth of 
about eight inches and then remove 
the top soil and place in a pile. 
Place the remaining soil, called 
subsoil, In another pile. Remove 
totally about 12-15 inches accord­ 
ing to the nlxe of the root system. 
The hole should he about three 
inches wider than the root system. 
In the bottom of the hole, place 
two ahovels of top aoli. Work in 
with this soil, well rotted manure 
of some other organic fertlllter. 
Cover this with another shovel of 
•oil, 
Placing the tree requires that 
you spread the root system when 
It Is In the hole. Cover the roots 
with the top soil. W ater well. hut 
do not flood It so the water Is 
standing In the hole. Fill the rest 
of the hole with the remaining top 
soil. Do not use subsoil as a fill 
around trees. Secure other top soil 
to finish filling around the tree. 
Only top soil can give nutrients 
to 
the 
plant 
In 
the 
required 
amounts. 
Next week, we will talk about 
the Spring and what we can be 
doing about gardening. By the way. 
a final reminder might be to get 
that lawn fertilised now before 
growth starts.
